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WILDLAND FIRE ENGINES ARRIVE IN MONTANA 
 

 
 Engines being unloaded off of flat-beds after arriving in Montana to help with suppression efforts. 
 
All ten of the wildland fire engines sent to the Lower-48 by the State of Alaska Division of 
Forestry became assigned and dispatched to incidents within twelve hours of their arrival 
in Missoula, Montana. Four of the engines are on the Mile Marker 124 Fire, roughly 15 
miles southeast of Missoula. The other six are on the Sawmill Complex in the Lolo 
National Forest, about 60 miles southeast of Missoula. Both fires have Type 2 Incident 
Management Teams committed and require evacuations and structure protection 
measures.  
 
Initial attack was light nationally on Tuesday, with 174 new fires reported. The national 
Preparedness Level remains at its highest, PL-5. Much of the activity is concentrated in 
Montana and Idaho.

ALASKA FIRE INFORMATION  
No new fires were reported to the Alaska Interagency Coordination Center Tuesday. So 
far this year, 483 fires have burned over 365,370 acres statewide. No fires are staffed.
